ners foꝛ Cuſtody of the Great Seal, And that 
the ſatd Certificate be made befoze the 29, Day 
of September next, which the Council of State 
ts required to appzove and confirm the ſame as 
they all think fit, immediately upon receipt of 
ſuch Certificates, and cauſe the ſame to be Re- 
giſtred by the Clerk ol the Commonwealth in 
— P2ovided, That this Act, and every 
ching therein contaihed, ſhall be and ſtand in 
kante onely until the Parliament take further
